Springfield, III., August 5 — Secretary 
of State Edward J. Hughes today an- 
nounced that while the deadline for 
secui-ing a Driver's License is May 1, 
1939, the requirements of the Finan- 
cial Responsibility act arc in effect 
now. 

Under the regulations of the Finan- 
cial ,Kcsponsibility law any driver inr 
volvcd in an accident when final 
judgment is given against him in a 
court of competent jurisdiction must 
supply the Secretary of State -with 
proof of his ability to pay the judg- 
ment. In the event that the driver 
fails to supply such proof his regis- 
tration card and license plates must 
be surrendered to the Secretary of 
State until such time that the driver 
is able to give proof of financial re- 
sponsibility. 

Proof of Financial HcBponBibllity 
May Be Given 

By filing with the Secretary of 
State written certificate of any insur- 
ance carrier authorized to do business 
in this state, certifying tliat it has 
furnished to the operator a motor ve- 
hicle- liability policy, or liy filing a 
surety hond, or by a bond signed by 
two individual sureties each owning 
real estate having an equity therein in 
the amount of such bond, or by deliv- 
ering to the Secretary of State a re- 
ceipt of the State Treasurer showing 
the deposit with said State Treasurer 
of money in amount, or securities en-

Investigator Starts Work 

Wednesday; Will 

Spend $7,500 



The finance and judiciary commit- 
tees of the Lake County Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday submitted to the 
board a resolution providing Special. 
State's Attorney C. E. Jack with a- 
fund to be used in the investigation 
of slot machine operation in Lake- 
County. The rcsofutiou makes the 
sum of $7,000 available for the purpose 
designated and is to be used over the 
duration of the fiscal year. 

The resolution received the endorse-' 
ment of the board and on Wednes- 
day the special prosecutor started hi*^ 
work. The names of his investigators- 
will not be revealed and it was agreed 
by the board of. supervisors that he- 
had a right to hire whom he pleases,- 

The appropriation was based on- the 
amount which Prosecutor Jack, ap-, 
pointed by Judge Dady of the Circuit 
court, thought necessary to carrying 
out the investigation. Under the- 
terms of the resolution the investigat- 
ors will become employes of the- 
county, to receive their pay monthly,.^ 

Attorney Jack -was appointed by the' 
court when a reform group, raidinf^ 
the taverns and other small business, 
places throughout the county, demand- 
ed that the slot machine racket be 
subjected to a thorough investigation. 
The movement had every evidence o£ 
originating with civic, church and tem- 
perance organizations, but la;;t week 
one minister, Rev. Davis, of Wauke- 
gan, withdrew from the group pushing 
the reform, declaring that he hiid de- 
cided it was inspired by politics. Lat- 
er, however, he signed a petition re- 
quiring that Mr. Jack be given tne . 
fiind for investigation. 

More than one thousand names ap- ' 
peared.on the petition. ■

New rules made by the Department 
of Public Welfare at Springfield are 
providing a decidedly different set-up- 
for those who would qualify for old 
age benefits under the Illinois pension 
law, according to information received 
today. 

The new rule effective now elim- 
inates any person 65 years or older 
from receiving the ofd age pension 
benefits if this person has a valuation 
of f2,500 or more in property. This 
means ihnt property assessed at 
?833.33 which constitutes a.$2,500 true 
raluation, eliminates a person from 
eligibility for an old 'age pension. 

Prior to this new regulation people . 
who owned a small home or other 
property could give a lien to the state 
in exchange for an old age pensiorv 
grant. The state could cash in on this, 
hen after the death of the person re- 
ceiving the old age assistance. This 
part of the law evidently has been 
changed. . ••

Two New Laws to Protect Public 

Two of the most important bits of legislation passed 
in recent years, the drivcr*8 license and the financial 
responsibility law, are claiming a great deal of public 
interest There is no relation between the two laws 
except that each fills a long felt need and each strength- 
ens the effectiveness of the other. 

For years there has been a crying need of the driv- 
er's license law, destined to become more effective as 
time passes. Under the provisions of this law drivers 
who become involved in accidents that indicate their ir- 
responsibility as drivers, will bo required to take an 
examination and only upon establishing their fitness to 
drive will they be able to retain their license. It would 
be impracticable to Immediately subject every driver in 
the State to such a test, because It would Involve a 
great and tmnecessary expense. Given a little time and 
rope, the unfit drivers will hang themselves. 

Under the provisions of the financial responsibility 
law, it Is no longer feasible for a tin-pan driver to wreck 
a new car and airily dismiss the matter. Either he must 
put up or shut up in the garage the old tin-pan with 
which he has been menacing the public Motoring will 
be safer at least from a financial standpoint If he knows 
he faces possible loss of a driver's license the motorist 
is going to strain a few points to afford liability Insur- 
ance or some other form of surety to pay in case he 
happens to be at fault in an accident which results in 
injury or loss of life to another. It will take time to

Poultrymen are going back to na- 
ture as a result of recent findings in 
scientific laboratories. We have 
found that short lender grass is one 
of nature's greatest gifts to animal 
life, ranking in Importance with sun- 
shine, air and water. 

Chickens and turkeys which re- 
ceive a liberal quantity of finely- 
cut tender grass every day Ihrough- 
' out the growing period, in addition 
to a well-balanced grain ration, ap- 
pear to develop a resistance to cer- 
tain diseases and parasites. They 
usually grow more rapidly and con- 
sume less grain than do birds 
reared on a grass-free diet. 

The cultivated grasses, such ns 
oats, barley, Sudan, wheat, and rye, 
when grown on fertile soil, are high 
in protcm, contain about 15 miner- 
als, and all the known vitamins ex- 
cept D. Use of oat plants as much 
as possible during the year is rec- 
ommended since these plants are 
palatable, easily grown and yield 
a high tonnage. 

Where time does not permit cut- 
ting and feeding the grass daily, the 
next best practice is to have the 
grass available for the birds to 
range in during the growing period. 
A combination of the two systems 
gives excellent results. Tho main 
point is to feed the grass when it 
is young and tender. 

The growing of green feeds for 
poultry seems to offer a way of re- 
ducing growing costs and building 
healthy, vigorous bodies capable of 
resisting disease and giving great- 
er performance. Because of the 
saving in grain feeding, good pas- 
turage is now considered to be the 
most valuable feed crop grown on 
the poultry farm.

Do Good Job of Gnawipg 

: The ahort-talled, rugged-bodied 
woodchuck -la a rodent or, gnawing 
xnammal which has TJroad, chiael- 
;like front teeth in both the upper aiid 
lower jaw, writes Walter J. Schoon^ 
maker In a New YftckJSDological So- 
ciety bulletin. When full growji it 
!■ usually more than 20 and less 
than 25 ■ inches' from* the nose to 
■the. end of Jhe tail bone and. the 
vertebrae la the tall are five to six 
ilnches long. " ... 

i Generally, the bacic Is grizzly gray 
rVaried with chestnut, black and yel- 
low; the scantily hahrcd belly and 
ihe legs are quite red or rufescent 
and the tall and feet are usually 
dark brown or nearly black. This 
typical color; hoy/^iever.ils subject to 
■a great deal of .Variation and may 
range from black to'white. The 
melanistic color phase Is quite com- 
mon, but the albino individual with 
pink eyes is rare because the moth- 
er may kill and eat the striking and 
oflcolor offspring soon after birth. 

The woodchuck Is a child of the 
sun. Seldom does it appear before 
sunrise and usually it retires be- 
fore dusk, although on rare occa- 
sions it may be found abroad at 
night. It readily climbs 'trees and 
it swims with case, although it is 
not as agile as Its long-tailed cousin 
Ihe squirrel, nor as aquatic as its 
Tnore distant relative, the beaver, 
It Is an accomplished, digger, how- 
«ver, and finds a home and safety 
in the bosom of Mother Earth. Its 
burrow measures about seven 
inches in diameter and may be 
irom three to twenty-four feet or 
more in length. Two entrances to 
the den arc usual. One Is promi- 
nent, with, a mound of earth before 
it, while the second, the air hole or 
lookout, is often quite concealed and 
no loose, earth is near it. The nest 
is located in a chamber in the bur- 
row and is composed of dry grass. 



Rosicrucianism, Systelm 

of Mystical Philosophy 

Roslcruclanism, (ro-zl-kroo-shan- 
Izm), is a system of mystical and 
metaphysical philosophy intended to 
guide the development of the inner 
consciousness. Popularly believed 
to have begun in - Gasael, Ger- 
many, early in the Seventeenth cen- 
tury, notes a writer in the Indianap- 
olis News, it has been revealed that 
the fraternity-had. existed long prior 
to what was only a revival in Ger- 
many. In 1607,;Figuliis, a mythical 
writer, referred -In a -pamphlet to 
the existence of the fraternity In 
Europe in 1410. An officer of the 
fraternity states that' . in , 1413 the 
greatest revivals of activity oc- 
curred. Another ofUcer mentions 
one Fries an or Friesau as national 
Imperatdr'of the fraternity in 1408: 
Cornelius: AgrJppa" mentions the 
foundation of a branch In 1507, and 
that Brother Philalathes was "in- 
vested with the power of imper- 
ator." In a letter from the French 
Doctor Landalf to Agrippa, he states 
that he knew the fraternity in 1509. 
Paracelsus records his admission 
into a rosicrucian lodge in Basle, in 
1530. Helnrich Kliunrath, German 
rosicrucian officer and author, pub- 
lished (159B) a book dealing with 
the secret principles, and an inter- 
national congress of roslcruclans 
was held in England In 1604. 

Many ancient rosicrucian docu- 
ments preserved in a rare collection 
in Cologne bear evidence that the 
organization was old even in the 
Sixteenth century. One book in the 
collection, by Brother "Omnis No- 
riar," refers to a German rosicru- 
cian lodge in 1115, while Arnold de 
Villanova, rosicrucian officer, 
speaks in his "Rosary" of the fra- 
ternity existing in 1230. 

The name of the organization is 
derived from its original symbol, 
the cross with a single red rose in 
the center.

Hand of Dead King-Saint, 

Stephen, on Exhibition 

One of the world's few historically 
authentic holy relics is the miracu- 
lously preserved right hand of Hun- 
gary's king-saint, Stephen, who died 
900 years ago. Each year on St. 
Stephen's day the holy right hand 
is paraded through the streets of 
Budo, the older half of the Magyar 
twin-city on the Danube, in a pro- 
cession that is generally regarded 
as Europe's most gorgeous and im- 
pressive annual pageant event, ac- 
cording to a correspondent in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 

King Stephen was canonized in 
1083. His tomb was then opened and 
the saint's body in the great alabas- 
ter sarcophagus was found in a state 
of complete preservation in a fra- 
grant pink liquid of mysterious ori- 
gin that micd the comn. 

The Hungarian king, Ladlslas, 
who was present, ordered the right 
hand of Stephen be put in a precious- 
ly wrought container and a parch- 
ment bearing the inscription, "This 
is the Holy Right of Glorious King 
Stephen the Apostolic," placed in 
its grasp. 

The relic Is in the some slate In 
which it was found. It is some- 
what darker than in life, but. the 
flesh and structure ore Intact, and 
it has neither turned to stone, as 
does anything petrified, nor shriv- 
eled as mummified bodies do. The 
fingers and thumb ore slightly 
flexed. The hand rests on a red 
velvet cushion within a tabernacle 
of gold and glass. A gold band en- 
circles the wrist, which extends for 
several inches above the hand.

Market days have retained their 
old-time importance and prove an 
opportunity for citizens and peasants 
to meet regularly on a friendly 
basis.

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Black and WliUe 
For all practical purposes white 
and black are colors, but technically 
they ore not. White Is a combina- 
tion of all colors, and black, the ab- 
sence of color. Colors are produced 
by the diflerence in the length of 
light waves. We see the longer waves 
as red, those a little shorter as or- 
ange, and so on. The shortest 
light waves visible appear to the 
eye as violet. A red object is one 
which absorbs all the light waves 
except the red ones; they are reflect- 
ed back to the eye and produce the 
color called red. An orange-col- 
ored object Is one which absorbs all 
the light waves except the orange 
ones; they are reflected bock to the 
eye and produce the color called or- 
ange, and so on. ^Vhite consists of 
light waves of all lengths— of all 
wave lengths mixed together. A 
white object is one which refiocts all 
or nearly all the light waves; and 
a black object is one that absorbs 
aU or nearly all the light waves. 



Hot Water Eye Doctor 
Hot water is one of the best eye 
doctors. Often simple inflamma- 
tions may be stopped by its use. 
The danger, of course, lies In diag- 
nosis. The inflammation may be 
complex, not simple. If hot appli- 
cations do not give ease and relief 
shortly, take the eyes to the doctor. 
Water for this usage should be 
only hot enough to help, not hot 
enough to burn. The application is 
to be made to the tightly closed— 
and kept tightly closed-eye. Under 
no circumstances keep the eyes 
open while bathing them. The idea 
is to increase the circulation in 
the lids, and by that means help 
the rest of the eye if It needs help. 
This is perhaps unscientific, but ex- 
tremely practical. Often it works— 
and that is what the person involved 
wants.

Under the name of "Bnlch, 
bridge was played in Constantinople 
•in the seventies of the last century. 
From there it spread gradually to 
Cairo, the Riviera, London and New 
York. Everywhere it went it oust- 
ed its parent game, whist. The 
actual JQrst game of J>"dge seems 
■^0 have been played at the Villa Co- 
^onio, on ^he upper Bosporus, in 
August, 1873. Its inventor, M. 
Serghiadi, a gentleman of Rumani- 
an origin, was one of the four play- 
ers on this historic occasion. 



Early Motor Cycle 
Tlie earliest known attempt at a 
two-wlieeled vehicle whicli would 
nroceed under its own power is said 
to have been made by W. W. Austin 
of Winthrop, Mass., in 1808. It was 
propelled by a coal-burning steam 
rneine. Other more or less similar 
affairs followed in 1884 and 1886. 
In 1895 a cycle propelled by a com- 
bustion engine using gasoline was 
exhibited at Madison Square'Gorden 
in New York city. This has been 
called the first appearance of the 
motor cycle.

7 Chiidhood remembrances ore 
commonly sweet and precious— but | 
Tflome ot them are vivid on the pages 
bf memory because they relate to 
danyferous and distressing things. 
'Among the things decent people 
avoided Uke the pestilence when the 
writer was a boy was the saloon. 
To be seen entering such places was 
to mark one*s character, and to be a 
frequenter of them was to be lost to 
all that was good and holy. 

High sounding and very pious 
were the assurances that when pro- 
hibition was repealed we would nev- 
er see the return of the saloon, but 
we have them in multiplied num- 
ber, and with a shameless appeal 
to women as well as men, to our 
growing girls and boys as well as 
. to adults. Clever advertising has 
sought to make it "smart" to drink. 
' and "manly" to be able to "carry" 
liquor. It is for that reason that it 
is of the utmost importance that we 
develop strong and intelligent char- 
acter in our boys and girls— so that 
they may not only appraise the 
vicious "booze business" for what 
it really is, but also have the 
strength of character to fight it, not 
only for themselves, but for their 
weaker brother. They should know 
and proclaim that the saloon, 
whether it be called an "inn" or 
a "tavern," is always a "bar"— 
"A bar to Heaven, a door to Hell; 
"Whoever named it named it well." 
I. Developing Strength of Charac- 
ter (Prov. 4:10-23). 

Solomon, the writer of many of 
the Proverbs, constantly stressed 
tlie importance of gaining wisdom. 
A man may be a perfect encyclo- 
pedia of information and yet may 
lack the wisdom to apply that 
knowledge to life. Dr. HiRht C. 
Ivloore, in Points for Emphasis, pro- 
vides a mo«t helpful outline of this 
portion of Proverbs A, which will 
assist the rcador and teacher. He 
suggests that we must (1) "accept 
the challeni^e of a worthy goal. v. 
10," by listening as a son to a father 
to tlic words which shall give us a 
long and happy life. Then we 
must (2) "fuUuw the way of wis- 
dom, vv. n-i:i." It is a way that 
has been to.-;ted by those who have 
preceded us, and they have found it 
to be the right way. Tliis will en- 
able us to t.:0 "avoid the v/ay of 
the wicked, vv. 14-17." Note the 
dreadful picture of tho5e who not 
only drj wickod.icHS but deliuhl in 
leading others into their evil paths, 
in fact they cannot sleep unless 
they have misled some poor soul. 
Shun that path, and (4) "irradiate 
the path to the larger life, vv. IG, 
19." The way to life is a light path 
"that shinelh more and more." The 
way of the wicked is stumbling and 
darkness. The devil and his fol- 
lowers arc trying to make young 
people believe just the opposite. 
Let us teach them the truth that 
they may <5) "heed every syllable 
of all the words of God, vv. 20-23." 
Give attention to God's Word, lis- 
ten to it, read it, keep it hidden 
in your heart. The heart in Scrip- 
ture stands for the very center of 
man's spiritual being, out of which 
are all the issues of life. Evil 
thoughts, unholy desires and ambi- 
tions hidden there will ultimately 
be revealed in overt acts of ungod- 
liness. Even so the Word of God 
hidden there will bring forth life in 
all its abundant beauty and 
strength. 

The young man or woman who is 
thus taught God's Word in the home 
and the church will have an im- 
pregnable defense against the wiles 
and temptations of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil. 

U. E.vhibitinff Strength of Char- 
acter (I Thess. '5:G-8). 

The Lord is coming again! Paul 
was constantly looking forward to 
the day of His coming. It was not 
his lot to live until the Lord came, 
but he was not misiakon in looking 
for Him. The Lord has tarried, 
wliy only He knov.\=;, but it is the 
judgment of many excellent Bible 
expositors tiiat tiic next great event 
to lake place in divine history is 
His return. What a glorious hope! 

But while we await Kis coming 
we are not to sleep as those round 
about us. Watchfulness, sobriety of 
Jife, these become the Christian. Cer- 
tainly nothing of the drunkenness 
of our day is to enter into the life 
of the Christian. He who be- 
longs to Christ does not drink 
of the devil's "fire-water." But far 
more than that is in mind here, for 
the Cliristian is to go on in faith,

"and drafts. Many poultrymen have 
a tendency tg confine their birds 
more ihan necessary. j Culver, 

On warnit slinshlny dayg giV6 Ihe I 
birds, especially the young chicks, ■""- 
a chance to range outside. Exer- 
cise in the Sunsnine will help de- 
velop vigorous birds. 

But the ranges should be clean. 
It is better to keep chicks hwide 
a clean house than to turn them 
out on a dirty range. 

Poultrymen who buy their chicks 
will find it pays in the long run to 
buy only good quality chicks from 
reliable sources. State blood-lestcd 
chicks from the near vicinity are 
usually best. 

Don't overcrowd chicks or grow- 
ing birds. Give tliem plenty of fresh 
air without exposing them to drafts. 
But don*t overheat them, either, for 
this will lower their vitality. 

It is also a good idea to watch 
laying birds carefully. In the sea- 
son of heavy laying they are sensi- 
tive to changes in feed and manage- 
ment. 

To prolong production in the 
spring, start feeding a wet mash at 
the first sign of a slump. Give the 
mash early in the afternoon, plac- 
ing it in troughs in such quantities 
as the birds will readily clean up in 
20 to 30 minutes.

Bees Find Nectar Supply ^ 
Varies as to Localities 

Local conditions, soils, and cli- 
mate seem to Influence the nectar 
supply of plants from which bees 
gather their raw material. Science 
has not solved nearly all the prob- 
lems raised by the bees in their 
search for honey material. W. J. 
Nolan, bee specialist in the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
notes that alfalfa is a good nectar 
producer in the area west of the 
Mississippi river, but is of slight 
importance to the east. Buckwheat 
honey is v/cU known for its dark 
color and characteristic flavor but 
nearly all of it comes from a rel- 
atively small area near Lakes Erie 
and Ontario; elsewhere in this coun- 
try buckwheat is a honey plant of 
only .slight importance. White clo- 
ver is widely grown and is a first- 
class honey source, but in certain 
localities it gives the honey bee lit- 
tle or no nectar.

In New England the 
bird had an extremely wide popu- 
larity, especially In the hands, of 
specialists In Rhode Island, "'^ho 
turned out what was called the New 
England soft roaster. 

Brahmas are hardy, vigorous and 
excellent layers of very large dark 
bJ:o^vn eggs. The fact that they 
have been bred by many of our 
very best breeders is evidence of 
their real worth. 

The Brahma comes in a color oth- 
er than light. Then it is called the 
Dark Brahma. The males hpvlng a 
black body, black wing b£.r and 
white saddle and hackle, laced with 
black. The female is steel gray, 
with each feather penciled with 
black.
